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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants election without traverse of claims 32-38 and 46-48 in the reply filed 
on March 14, 2007 is acknowledged. 

Claims 31-48 are currently pending. Claims 31 and 39-45 are withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "300". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 47 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
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comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 47 and 48, it is unclear where Applicant originally discloses an 
embodiment in which Vlight - Vreset are stored on the sampling capacitors. 
Clarification or removal of the new matter is required. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 46 and 48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 46, it is unclear what Applicant means by the terms "the same 
amplifier" and "the same negative input terminal." Furthermore, it is unclear how the 
same amplifier is coupled between the negative input terminal of the amplifier , and how 
the same amplifier is coupled between the same negative input terminal of the amplifier . 

Regarding claim 48, "the second photodiode" lacks proper antecedent basis. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
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applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

8. Claims 32 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Krymski (U.S. Patent 6,873,364). 

Regarding claims 32 and 34, Krymski discloses (see Fig. 1) a sequential read-out 
circuit comprising: a first sample and hold circuit that includes a sampling switch (116) 
and a first sampling capacitor (C2), the first sampling capacitor having a first (+) and 
second electrode (-); a first photocell in an array of photocells, the first photocell 
comprising a first read switch (102) and a first photodiode (104), the first read switch 
being operable to couple the first photodiode to the first electrode of the first sampling 
capacitor; and an amplifier (134) having a positive input terminal coupled to a reference 
voltage (VREF), the amplifier configured for operation in one of a unity gain and a 
charge transfer mode, wherein when operating in the unity gain, the first sampling 
switch is operable to couple the second electrode of the first sampling capacitor to a 
negative input terminal of the amplifier, thereby placing the second electrode of the first 
sampling capacitor at a voltage level equal to the reference voltage. Krymski further 
discloses (see Fig. 1) a first integration capacitor (C4) coupled between the negative 
input terminal of the amplifier and an output terminal of the amplifier as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claims 35, 37 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Krymski in view of Ribner (U.S. Patent 5,363,055). 

Regarding claims 35, 37 and 38, Krymski discloses the claimed invention as set 
forth above. Krymski does not specifically disclose a first switch or a second integration 
capacitor as claimed. Ribner teaches (see Fig. 2) an amplifier having a second 
integration capacitor and a first switch as claimed. Ribner recognizes that such a 
configuration allows for the amplifier to have varying gain. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide such a 
configuration in the apparatus of Krymski in view of Ribner to improve imaging and 
dynamic range by providing varying gains as taught. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 33, 46-48 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 1 12 rejections and/or in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.

12. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
